WASHINGTON, Feb. 21 (AP)— 
Senator Taft of Ohio called tonight 
for United Nations enforcement of 
the decision to partition Palestine 
and for United States support in 
the creation of an international 
force to carry out the plan. 

The Republican presidential as- 
Pirant, in a carefully worded 
statement, expressed belief that no 
nation would defy the U.N. if it 
“shows that it intends to see that 
its decisions in the world are en- 


| forced,” 


Taft made no direct personal 
commitment on the hot issues of 
sending American troops or arms 
to the Holy Land. 

He said, however, there can be 
no new American policy toward 
the establishment of a Jewish 
homeland in Palestine “which does 
not square with our commitment 
and the decision taken by the 
United Nations less than three 
months ago.” The General Assem- 
bly voted Nov. 29 to divide Pales- 
tine into Jewish and Arab states, 


For Moderate U.N. Force. 

Taft declared the quéstion be- 
fore the country is whether “we 
shall support the United Nations 
and urge them ‘to send a United 
Nations force to maintain order 
while the (partition) plan is set 
up.” The alternative, he said, will 
be civil war in Palestine. 

“If the United Nations shows 
that it intends to see that its 
decisions in the world are en- 
forced, I doubt if any nation will 
defy it and a moderate force 
should be able to prevent any in- 
terference by guerrilla bands with 
the putting into effect of the 
plan,”. he continued. 

He said the U.N. “clearly has 
an obligation to substitute some 
kind of international control” 
when the British withdraw their 
troops. 

“This situation calls for more 
than a formal ¢@xpression of ad- 
herence to the U.N. decision on 
the part of our Government,” he 
asserted. “It cannot be met or 
rectified by a do-nothing policy.” 

Taft said that if the U.N, fails 
to back up its decision, it “will 
sink with insignificance as did the 
League of Nations.” 

‘ Remarks on Arms Shipments, 

' “We should co-operate vigorous- 
ly with the United Nations (par- 
tition) commission to work out 
a program and policy calculated 
to implement the decision of the 
commission,” he declared, adding: 
“The shipment. of arms from 


the United State# should be con- | 


trolled and regulated in accord- 
ance with the policy so developed 
with the United Nationg commis- 
sion; and embargoes, if any, 
should be imposed only if ap- 
proved by the commission.” 

Some congressional quarters 
have urged repeal of the embargo 
on arms and munitions sought by 
Jawish defense forces in the Holy 
Land, 

Taft recalled that during the 
war he had urged establishment 
of a Jewish state in Palestine. 
He said such a state could have 
been established, while the Ger- 
man armies were retreating, “with 
little difficulty.” He added that 
the British and Arabs “refused to 
accept” establishment of single 
state “dominated neither by Jews 
nor Arabs” but with unlimited im- 
migration of Jews permitted.

Truman, as leader of the Dem- 
ocratic party, was in a defensive, 
not aggressive, position at the 
dinnegs. His speeches, one ex- 
temporaneous, did not cause any- 
body fo rush out and ring door- 
bells for his program of “progres- 
sive liberalism.”

TRUMAN TALKS 
ON FREEDOM ON 
PUERTO RIGO TRIP 


Tells People They Should 
Have Right to Deter- 
mine Relationship With 
the U.S. 


SAN JUAN, Puerto Rico, Feb. 
21 (AP)—President Truman told 
Puerté Ricans in an address to- 
day they should have the right 
to determine their relationship 
with the United States. 


The President arrived here at 
9:22 a.m. on his plane, the Sacred 
Cow, after a flight that began at 
Key West at 4:08 a.m, 

Accompanied by Fleet Adm. 
William D. Leahy, his Chief of 
Staff and’ former Governor of 
Puerto Rico, and by other White 
House aids, the President was 
met at Isla Grande airport by his 
appointee, Gov. Jesus %. Pinero. 

Cheered by H , 

Hundreds of school children 
cheered and applauded as the 
President, Gov. Pinero at his side, 
briskly inspected a guard o 
honor, then mounted the speaking 
stand to make his address, 

The President eaid the appoint- 
ment of Pinero, Puerto Rico's 
first island-born governor, was 
only a step toward an “increasing 
measure of self-government.” 

“T have said to the Congress 
several times—and I repeat it 
here—that the Puerto Rican peo- 
ple should have the right ‘o de- 
termine for themselves Puerto 
Rico's political relationship to the 
United States,” he continued. 

“Freedom is a word which is 
found in every language. Equal- 
ity means more than mere politi- 
cal emancipation.” 

Crowd Throws Flowers. 

The crowd, standing: behind a 
rope, showed its greatest enthu- 
siasm when the President walked 
about 100 yards along the line 
after his address. He smiled and 
waved. The crowd waved back 
and shouted “Hello” and “Viva.” 
Some threw flowers.

Truman shook hands with more 
than 600 guests at a reception at 
the Government house, When the 
hand-shaking was done, he saw a 
plano nearby. He stepped to it, 
played a few chords and then 
swung into the “Merry Widow 
Waltz.” 

He then walked outside to steps 
overlooking a garden party where 
an orchestra was playing “The 
Missour!t Waltz.” 

Truman is the fourth president 
to visit the island since it became 
a United States possession in 1808:

Some Senators Convinced 
They Won’t Get G.O.P.

WASHINGTON, Feb. 20 (AP)—

Spokesmen to Be Questioned Thursday— 
Two Senators Urge Investigation by 
Justice Department, 


WASHINGTON, Feb, 21 (UP)— 
Leaders of the steel industry will 
be called before the joint congres- 
sional economic committee next 
Thursday to explain the recent in- 
crease in steel prices, 


Chairman Robert A. Taft 


| (Rep.), Ohio, announced that the 


economic group voted unanimous- 
ly today to call two or three 


spokesmen for the industry ‘before 
an opening hearing. The Senators 
and Congressmen will decide aft- 
er hearing this testimony whether 
to start a full-dress inquiry. 

The committee’s decision came 
on the heels of demands by two 
Republican Senators for a Justice 
Department investigation of the 
steel price increase. 


Government economists and one

The increase averages about $5 
a ton for semi-finished steel 
ucts, Benjamin F. Fairless, presi- 
dent of United States Steel, said 
it was just an adjustment of Iim- 
ited scope caused by cost increases 
and “should not be understood as 
—indicating any trend in general 
steel prices.” 

Joseph M. Dodge, president of 
the American Bankers’ Associa- 
tion, said the increase “sounds in 
flatignary to me,” and Dr, Edwin 
G. Nourse, chairman of the Presi- 
dent’s Council of Economic Ad- 
visers, was frankly worried, 

Nourse said the increase would 
have “widespread repercussions 
on the nation’s economy” because 
such a boost in a basic industry 
would make it hard for other in- 
dustries to hold the line on prices.

WASHINGTON, Feb. 21 (UP)— 
The Labor Department said today 
that this month’s price drop has 
not reduced employment. Neither 


nized labor’s drive for substantial 
third-round wage increases. 

Ewan Clague, director of the 
Bureau of Labor Statistics, said 
in his monthly report on employ- 
ment that if the price decline is 
sustained on a broad front it 
might kill off jobs. 

Clague reported Friday that the 
slide in agriculture commodity 
prices had brought food down 3% 
per cent this week below the Jan. 
13 record high. However, he said, 
prices for other commodities still 
were rising and might offset the 
food decline. 

“The underlying demand for la- 
bor continues strong and recent 
fluctuations in commodity prices 


employment situation thus far,” 
Clague said. 

“A price decline, if sustained 
and extended on a broad front, 
could have important effects on 
the employment situation by caus- 
ing hesitancy on the part of the 
buying public and delays in pur- 
chases by business men in antic- 
ipation of further price drops.” 

Employment in non-agricultural 
jobs last month was 42,950,000, 
Clague reported. He said this was 
off 1,100,000 from December’s rec- 
ord high, but more than three 
fourths of the reduction took 
place in trade and holiday postal 
service jobs held by women and 
teen-age youth, he said.

WASHINGTON, Feb. 21 (AP)— 
A postwar push to get alien Com- 
munist leaders out of the country 
has reached full stride. 


United States immigration agents 
have been falling with increasing 
frequency on the shoulders of the 
alien Communists, with this an- 
/nouncement: “Here is a warrant 
for your deportation.” 


/made. Six actual deportations 
| have occurred. More are “on the 
' list” for exclusion proceedings. 


The Department of Justice, 
which runs the Immigration and 
Naturalization Service, declines to 
call this a “drive.” It says that 
these proceedings represent “an 
accumulation of cases.” It points 
out that during the’ war deporta- 
tions were made more complicat- 
ed than usual by lack of shipping 
and feasible destination points for 
the deportees. 


Go-Ahead Signal by Clark. 


The fact remains that the cur- 
rent rash of proceedings reflect 
a go-ahead signal from Attorney 
General Tom Clark. He ordered 
a clean-up of non-citizen residents 
whose activities the Department 
of Justice regards as “prejudicial 
to the interests of the United 
States.” 

The push got underway last 
| Summer, but for months the de- 
partment carefully avoided the 
'use of the word “Communist” in 
/announcing deportation proceed- 
ings against aliens. It talked of 
| persons alleged to advocate “the 
| overthrow, by force and violence, 
of the Government of the United 
States.” 

That cumbersome description is 
now being dropped more and 
more frequently in favor of the 
term “allen Communist.” 

The 26 pending deportation cases 
under the Communist activity 
charge are the largest batth of 
such actions since the immigra- 
tion laws were tightened in 1940, 
Before that year, a deportation 
order required proof that the 
alien involved was a member of an 
organization advocating violent 
overthrow of the. Government at 
the time of his detention for de- 
portation. 

The 1940 change makes it pos- 
sible to deport if the alien can be 
shown to have been a member of 
such a group at any time,

They contended any “convertible 
currency” would come indirectly 
from American taxpayers through 
the Marshall plan “for Européan 
recovery. 

Under a French proposal, which 
has both British and American 
support, the Russian claim would 
be cut in half. The payments 
would be spread over eight years 
after a two-year moratorium and 
would be met through materials 
and goods manufactured in Aus- 
tria. 

In addition, Russia wants: 

Two thirds of Austria’s cur- 
rent and undeveloped oil pro- 
duction. 

Twenty-five per cent of the 
Danube Shipping Co.’s assets in 
Austria plus.all the former Ger- 
man assets in the company in 
Romania, Bulgaria and Hun- 
gary. 

Russian Pressed for Details, 


For two hours the American, 
British and French deputies 
pressed Russia’s N. P. Koktomov 
for a list of just what this would 
mean in terms of ships, property, 
oil wells and refineries. The west- 
ern deputies said later through 
their official observers that they 
got little satisfaction in trying to 
pin Koktomov down to details. 

The United States insists that 
any final peace settlement must 
contain ironclad guarantees of 
Austrian sovereignty and _ inde- 
pendence with the removal of all 
foreign troops from Austria's soil. 

Diplomatic sources said they an- 
ticipated this would run into Rus- 
sian objections on the ground 
that the Soviet Union must. main- 
tain supply lines im Austria as 
long as Germany lacks a peace 
treaty and remains under occupa-

Rickey'’s outburst at Wilber- 
force was not surprising to per- 
sons who have known Branch 
through the years.

their gatherings have become gala 
reunions, 

Everyone is up early the next 
morning. After a hearty break- 
fast and with much banter as to 
the prospective catch, the fisher- 
men wade into the Current river 
and begin casting their flies. 

As with the deer season, there 
is publicity and a measure of 
fame for opening-day success—for 
the persons catching the first 
trout and the largest. 

The season this year begins on 
a Monday, although the conserva- 
tion commission could have pro- 
vided for the season to open Sat- 
making the occasion a 
weekend event and giving a break 
to persons who can’t leavé their 
jobs during the week. 

The law provides that when May 


_| 80, opening date for the regular 


fishing season, falls on a Sunday 
or Monday, the season is advanced 
to the preceding Saturday. There 
is no such regulation for the trout 
season but the date could be 
changed by filing a notice with 
the state 10. days in advance. 
“Game officials” told the United 
Press as early as Feb. 14 that the 
trout season could not be opened 
on Feb. 28, because the commis- 


|sion’s next scheduled meeting was 


for Feb. 19, last Thursday, just 
one day too late for filing the 10- 
day advance notice. 


Trout Limitse—Six and Ten, 

Limits for trout this year are 
six daily and 10 in possession. The 
fish must be taken from sunrise 
to 30 minutes after sunset. 

The conservation commission 
says that fishing facilities have 
been improved at all the parks, 
especially at Roaring River, where 
the fly-fishing area has been al- 
most doubled. 

About 15,000 trout of catchable 
size are being put in the parks 
and managed waters this month in 
preparation for the season’s open- 
ing. 

The 1948 code book shows two 
new areas where trout-fishing will 
be opened March 1, They are: 

Indian creek in Newton and 
McDonald counties from Rocky 
Comfort downstream to _ the 
Rosenberry bridge in Newton 
county. 

Roubidoux creek in Pulaski 
county from Roubidoux spring 
downstream to the confluence of 
Roubidoux creek with the Gas- 
conade river. 

Other managed waters where 
trout fishing will open are listed 
in the code book. 

The Missouri Trout Fishermen's 
Association has been urging the 
expansion of state-managed and 
stocked trout waters in Missouri, 
particularly the further develop- 


ment of trout fishing in the 10 
miles of Current below Montauk 
state park. 


The Automobile Club of Missouri 
has furnished the following routes 
from St. Louis to the state parks: 

Montauk, 149 ~~ U.S, 
Highway 66 (Chippewa-Watson) 
to Cuba, Mo., south on State 
Highway 19 to Salem, west on 
State 82 to its junction with 
State 119, then south on 119 to 
the park.

Trout may be taken in the state 
parks until Oct, 31, The regular 
trout season, which coincides with 
the general fishing season, is from 
May 30 to Dec. 31. There is no 
daily time limit for the regular. 
season.

“Some old-timers reported great- 
er flights of ducks—and geese,

Ducks Unlimited said it had re- 
ports indicating that the observ- 
ance by many hunters of the fed- 
eral wildfow] regulations was “a 
farce.”

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Tempering Qne’s Enthusiasm

Growing seedlings with success 
in the house requires about equal 
parts of care and restraint, Car- 
ried away by springtime enthusi- 
asm, gardeners often start too 
soon, sow too much seed, and 
plant it too thickly. 

These difficulties can be avoided 
by limiting early seed sowing to a 
few varieties, and by sowing only 
enough of each to produce the 
approximate number of plants 
actually needed in the garden.

Fresh Seeds Best. 
Slow-growing vegetables, peren- 
nial flowers, and the so-called 
“hardy” annuals may be planted 
now, Fresh seed should be used, 
and it is an economy, of course, to 
ibuy the -very best.

should be given a thorough scrub- 
bing before they are used. 
At the Missouri Botanical Gar- 
den, and at many St. Louis nurse- 


ries, vermiculite is being used ex- 
tensively for starting seedlings. 
This expanded mica is especially 
fine for small and difficult seeds, 
for it provides so much air and 
moisture that good germination is 
virtually assured. Since it is sterile, 
it is good insurance, too, against 
loss from “damping off” and other 
fungus diseases. 

To preserve its fluffy texture, 
vermiculite should ‘be watered 
from the bottom. Cover the drain- 
age holes in flower pots or flats 
with pieces of broken clay pots, 
placed with the curved side, up. 
Pour in enough vermiculite to 
bring the surface within a half 
inch of the top of the containers, 
but don’t tamp or pack it down. 
Place each pot of flat in water up 
to about two third its depth, and 
remove as soon as the vermiculite 
is thoroughly moistened, 

Shade Needed, Then Light. 

Seeds make good “contact” 
when planted on this moist sur- 
face. They should be spaced care- 
fully, however, so that the seed-~- 
lings will not become crowded. 
Fine seeds, like those of petunias 
and snapdragons, should not os 
covered, Larger ones gone lg 
covered with vermiculite, using 
layer from two to five times the 
thickness of the seed, 

After planting, pots and flats 
should be covered with a damp 
newspaper or with a pane of glass, 
and should be shaded. The seeds 
must be watched carefully, for 
they must not be allowed to dry 
out during germination. As soon 
as the infant plants appear, the 
shade should be removed, and the 
seedlings can be given full sun- 
light. 

Seedlings grown in vermiculite 
should be watered from beneath, 
as needed. They should be fed 
as soon as the first true leaves

leaves have formed, When they 
are grown in vermiculite, seea- 
lings form exceptionally strong 
and husky root systems, and they 
can be lifted out of this material 
with little damage to delicate little 
root tips. Just separate the plants, 
and don’t attempt to remove the 
vermiculite that clings to the 
roots: Plant and water with care, 
and shade for a few days. 

At this stage it is an advantage 
to put seedlings into wooden ve- 
neer plant bands. These square 
bands fit closely together so that 
little space is wasted, and there 
is small water loss. When it is 
time to move them to the garden,

Trees Require 
Room to Grow 


Trees and shrubbery can make 
or mar the architectural beauty 
of the home, and when correctly 
placed will add considerably to 
the property’s value. 

Shade trees require. room to 
grow. If placed too close to foun- 
dations, drives or walks, the roots 
may damage the masonry after a 
few years. Some municipal laws 
forbid planting certain kinds of 
trees because of this danger. For. 
the same reason, plantings should 
not be made where roots are like- 


i \ ly to find their way into water or 


sewer lines. 

For shrubbery close to the 
house, slow-growing evergreens 
are best as they will not shoot up 
quickly, and hide the house or 
shut out air and light. Groups of 
shrubs are more desirable than 
the haphazard placing of isolated 
plants.

The essentials of their 
doctrine was that all vaiue stems from land, 
and, therefore, that farmers alone are pro- 
ductive, This is the parallel of that part of 
the Marxist doctrine that attributes produc- 
tivity to labor and labor aione. ; 


Each contention is equally false. In the 
modern economic society, farmers without 
the aid of transportation, factories, dis- 
tributors, government, and so on, would 
accomplish little; and labor without capital 
and ent would accomplish little. 

Sinse the farmer is primarily an inde- 
pendent and small-scale operator, with little 
power to influence supplies and prices when 
operating alone, the farmer requires gov- 
ernment aid to strengthen his economic 
position. Unidike the business man who fre- 
quently can restrict output and keep prices 
up because he is able to influence total 
output by varying his contribution, the 
farmer depends primarily on government. 
His friends in Washington are indeed trac- 
table. In the last genefation, the organ{zed 
farmer has mobilized vast political powers.

Farm policies in these years had many 


other facets. Farm leaders had a great deals 


to do with the torpedoing of the London 
Conference in 1933. Under great pressure 
from farmers and others hard hit by the 
fall in prices, President Roosevelt was 
forced to take heroic measures to reverse 
price movements. Unfortunately, he fell 
for the theory that the way to raise prices 
quickly was to depress the value of the 
dollar, that is raise the price of gold. In 
order to be free to depress the dollar and 
thus make it cheaper and increase the de- 
mand for American farm products, it was 
necessary to abandon the London Confer- 
ence of 1933. 

This was a fatal step toward bighly na- 
tionalistic economic policies which boom- 
eranged against this country in later years. 
Over a period of at least 30 years, the 
dollar has tended to be too much in demand 
and too cheap. There was little justifica- 
tion for reducing the price of the dollar by 
40 cents in 1933-34, and thus making it 
cheaper and even more in demand.

| became an obstacle to the lowering of trade 


barriers. Their 4dnterest in high prices is 
so great that they are undoubtedly going 
to be one of the intractable groups oppos- 
ing the International Trade Organization. 

Farmers are determined to offer sub- 
sidies on foreign sales, that is dump ex- 
port products abroad. . They are deter- 
mined to protect their high priced mar- 
kets at home through tariffs and even 
quantitative restrictions. These policies 
are not exactly consistent with the de- 
mands of our negotiators at Havana for 
reduced tariffs, and the end of quanti- 
tative restrictions and discrimination. 
The ghosts of American farm leaders sit- 
ting at conference tables in London, 
Geneva and Havana have already influ- 
enced the agreements; and the final docu- 
ment will have to contend with the farm 
leaders operating in Washington and in 
possession of excessive powers. 


Country Suffering From 
“Large Dose of Inflation.” 


Farm leaders deserve censure for an- 
other reason. Their intervention primarily 
has been on behalf of the aristocracy of the 
farm population-——-the farm owner. As pre- 
carious as his position has been, that of 
the farm tenant and the farm laborer has 
been even more vulnerable. Yet thanks 
largely to the farmer and his friends in 
and out of Congress, the submerged groups 
on the farm have not even been allowed to 
benefit from the social legislation generally 
made available. No minimum-wage for the 
farm laborer. No social security for the 
farm laborer, or tenant farmer. No con- 
cern for the crop sharer or tenant farmer. 
More for the aristocracy; but little provision 
for sharing the agrarian gains. 

It is well to pause and examine what has 

happened to the farmer, nurtured by gov- 
ernment since 1933 and favored by ex- 
treme war demands and destruction abroad 
since 1939. In 1933 farm income was 
$2,300,000,000; in 1039, $4,600,000,000-— 
and in 1947, $18,300,000,000. 
The national income had increased one 
and three fourths times between 1933 and 
1939 —~ while the farm income increased 
nearly two times. By 1947 the national 
income was about five times as high as in 
1933 —- while the farm income was eight 
times as high. ; 

It is frequently assumed that labor has 
been especially greedy in its demands upon 
the economy.

RITISH labor unions are cleaning their 
B house of Communism. The vast majority 
of labor leaders are, of course, non- 
Communist, Hke their American counter- 
parts; they view with fraternal interest 
similar efforts by American labor unions to 
reduce Communist influence. 
Sober British labor leaders are moving 
carefully, but with resolution, What is go- 
ing on is not a witch-hunt in the sense that 
individuals are being secretly investigated 
and hysterically denounced to the people. It 
is not an attempt to abridge the civil rights 
of those who happen to be of Communist 
persuasion, It is simply a wielding of a 
democratic weapon, the ballot, to defeat a 


shrewd, active and unpopular minority. 
Though Communism is a huge force to 
be reckoned with on the Continent, it re- 
mains less of a threat than a nuisance in 
Britain. The Communist Party has made 
dtsturbing inroads into union ranks and 
exerted an influence out of all proportion 
to its actual numbers. But there has 
been no serious fear that Britain as a 
whole would “go Communist.” 

Britain has always been a tough nut for 
the Communists to crack. In more than a 
quarter of a century since July 31, 1920, 
when the Communist Party of Great Brit- 
ain was formed, its members have been al- 
lowed all the democratic freedom of action 
open to other political parties. They have 
worked with tireless energy and devotion 
to the idea of winning workers to the sup- 
port of a proletarian revolution. Yet even 
at the peak of their strength in 1944, when 
the Russian victories were greatest, the 
party numbered only 49,300 members. 


Since that time, arid during the period 


when Communism was gaining thousands 
of supporters in other European countries, 
membership in the C.P.G.B. has declined.

In short, farmers improved their posi- 
tion much more than the country as a 
whole, The improvement was spectacu- 
lar, both absolutely and relatively. 

This country is now suffering from a 
large dose of inflation, which constitutes its 
most pressing economic problem. Farmers 
are not without blame for the current situ- 
ation, though the average person might as- 
sume that it was all labor's fault. 


War, with its accompanying expansion of 
money and its diversion of goods to destruc- 
tion and waste, is the most important 
cause. Yet these inflationary pressures can 
be contained. . 


All that is necessary is to control de- 
mand so long as it exceeds supply at cur- 
rent prices and offer incentives and con- 
trols to encourage the public to put off 
spending until the time, perhaps not too 
far off, when demand will be deficient. 
Spend less now and more later! 


But the farmers have been in the van in 
the opposition to controls. <At' the same 
time that the OPA was trying to keep prices 
down, farm leaders insisted upon and ob- 
tained higher price guarantees for farmers, 
Attempts to put freezes on prices to con- 
sumers or middlemen which in any sense 
squeezed the farmer had reverberations 
which made the life of the price administra- 
tor uncomfortable indeed, In the middle of 
1946, farmers and their allies in business 
put an end to price control. 

Although in the present situation the case 
for limited controls is likely to be strong, 
and particularly in the markets for foods 
and raw materials, where the demands of 
the European Recovery Program are likely 
to be large, the required controls are not 
likely to be forthcoming, and in part be- 
cause of farmers’ opposition. 


It is no surprise then that the largest 
contribution to the rise in the cost of 
living was made by food mnd apparel, 
both because the rise in these items has 
been very large and because these items 
loom large in the cost of living. By the 
latter part of 1947, the cost of living had 
risen 64 per cent above prewar; but the 
rise for food was 112 per cent and for 
apparel, 89 per cent. From June, 10946, 
when price control was lifted, to Novem- 
ber, 1047, the rise in retail food prices 
was almost 40 per cent, or more than 
twice that of the preceding three and one 
half years when price control had been 
in operation. 


Living Wage for Farmers 
But With High Production. 


We are not overly sympathetic with the 
farmers’ opposition to controls in the pres- 
ent inflationary situation; nor to their 
attempts to redefine parity In such a way 
4s to justify higher support prices for farm- 
ers; nor in the present high guarantee of 
prices for the years to come, which can be 
achieved, once abnormal demands subside, 
only by serious restrictions of output and 
advanced forms of regimentation. 

Farmers are indeed entitled to living 
wages and if the blind market forces do 
not yield it, then government intervention

Krom open jubilation at the Labor Par- 
ty’s victory in 1945, Communist sentiment 
has cooled to lnkewarm support, and by 
now, to open hostility. Repeated efforts 
are made to discredit Labor Party lead-

Meanwhile, Communist Party members 
have filtered inside some labor unions. <A 
case in point is the mammoth Transport and 
General Workers Union whose general sec- 
retary recently appealed to all local unions 
to oust their Communist officials, Eight 
out of 33 members of the union's execu- 
tive committee, or one out of four, are Com- 
munists. .

much more sensible to keep output up 
and raise demand than it is to reduce out- 
put. A policy of high levels of produc- 
tion and high demand will be consider- 
ably less inflationary than the policies of 
reduced output of the 30s, and will yield 
the extra goods needed by an impover- 
ished world. It is possible to stimulate 
demand by proper lending and exporting 
policies, by extensions of such programs 
as the stamp plan, and particularly by a 
domestic high level spending and de- 
mand policy. 

A correct farm policy should be oriented 
toward stability, not inflation, toward re- 
ducing prices in periods of inflation, not 
toward hampering policies that might mod- 
erate the rise. Farmers, like all other 
groups, suffer when prices collapse, They 
have more to gain from stability than most 
groups. Nothing hurts so much as a decline 
from high price and income levels once 
attained. 


Price Correction Called 
“Favorable on the Whole.” 


The price correction of the last few 
weeks is on the whole a favorable influ- 
ence. We should, however, realize that 
it is a corrective of a recent buige in the 
upward movement of prices. It is to be 
hoped that the result will not be, as 


against inflation. In that case, the recent 

decline may well prove to be inflationary. 

Demand still is too large at present prices, 

both for farm commodities and others. 

This decline may well be followed by 

price rises later, 

_It ts now clear that farmers have profited 
more than the nation from recovery in the 
30s, and especially from’ war and postwar 
expansion and inflation. . In part, their gains 
have been at the expense of the rest of the 
community—and notably insofar as the path 
to higher prices was restriction of output. 
Their gains are evident in the greater rise 
of farm prices over all] prices, in the greater 
rise of farm incomes over all incomes, and 
resulting from the latter, the large’ accre- 
tions of wealth—their assets rose from 54 
billions dollars in 1940 to 111 billion dol- 
lars in 1947, and their equity from 44 to 
103 billion dollars. 

Farmers should not be a privileged 
class. In the field of credit, in taxation, 
in research expenditures, the Federal 
Government has made special efforts on 
behalf of the farmers, and contributions 
were offered which were not generally 
made available. For no other group has 
‘tthe Government intervened aggressively 
with far-reaching programs of restriction 
that parallel the measures on behalf of 
farmers in the 30s. 

We support a generous program for the 
farmers. But we urge farmers to show some 
restraint in their disposition to raise prices 
in an inflationary orgy which will pull them 
and all of us down into the quagmire of 


deflation.

Chairman Wayne Coy 
_ Defends FCC Powers

WASHINGTON, Feb. 21, — 


HE new chairman of the Federal Communications Commission, Wayne Coy, 
is a diffident, sad-eyed young man, and it comes as something of a

Coy is no stranger to public office—he had held such posts most of the last 
15 of his 44 years—but four years ago he gave it up to return to his first love, 
the newspaper business. As assistant to the publisher of the Washington Post 
and later radio director of that newspaper’s station, WINX, he had re-estab- 
lished himself securely in private life where his financial reward was much more 
than the $10,000 the Federal Government pays its top administrators outside the 


Cabinet. 

For a long time, and increasingly of late, 
President Truman has been complaining of 
his inability to persuade men of ability in 
business and industry to accept Government 
posts. Some go unfilled for months. The 
question of what blandishments were used 
to induce Coy to accept the FCC chairman- 
ship posed itself naturally. 

“I¢ begins to sound trite when you put 
it in words," Coy told the Post-Dispatch, 
“but I suppose it was a certain sense of 
immodesty. I have spent some years in 
an administrative capacity in government, 
and I think I have a certain ability in 
that field. It is difficult for a fellow who 
has worked in Government and has a re- 
spect for the office of the President to 
refuse when he is called on.” | 

Coy will not, of course, discuss the s0- 
called Mayflower case which is to come be- 
fore the commission for rehearing this 
spring—a case in which the FCC decided 
radio station operators could not, far them- 
selves, broadcast editorial opinion. 

But there is no doubt in his mind that 
radio stations ought to broadcast opinions, 
provided they make equal time available to 
opposing sides. The FCC is properly for- 
bidden by law, he thinks, to exercise cen- 
sorship over radio programs. 

“T don’t think it is censorship,” he told 
the Post-Dispatch, “when a station comes 
in here for renewal of its license and we 
ask: ‘What contribution did you, as a licen- 
see, make to the community of which you 
are a part?’ 

“Suppose, for instance,” he continued, 
“you had a hot contest for Mayor in St. 
Louis, or suppose it was a bond issue for 
a boulevard around the city—if a radio sta- 
tion decided these matters were too con- 
troversial and it would ignore them, would 
it be an asset to the community? 

“Obviously not, 
that would not tast very long. And the 
newspapers of St: Leuis didn’t make their 
reputations by: ducking issues.”’ 

Coy feels about “plug-uglies,” those 
disconcerting commercials which interrupt 
news broadcasts, as he does about day 
long programs of soap operas. 

“There isn’t anything the commission 
can do directly inthe matter,” he said, 
“but it is something to be taken into con- 
~gideration when a license is up for re- 
newal.” 


‘I Do Not See How Any 
Censorship Is Involved.” 


No radio station, of course, owns the 
wave length on which it operates. Radio 
frequencies are a national asset, allocated 
to various users on licenses which may 
not exceed three years, but which may be 
renewed indefinitely. Right now the com- 
mission is conducting a hearing to deter- 
mine whether to renew the license of a 
Baltimore station which it criticized in its 
celebrated “‘Blue Book” a year or 80 ago 
for excessive commercialism and the low 
standard of its public service programs, 

When Coy’s nomination was before the 
Senate Commerce Committee, which ap- 
proved it unanimously, Senator Charles W. 


Tobey (Rep.), New Hampshire, questioned 
Coy closely about his views on the commis-

of the C.P.G.B., when he wrote in.a recent 
issue of the Daily Worker: 

‘Yes, faint hearts may say, it is slow 
progress. But as Stalin said, ‘It is impor- 
tant to see not only what things are, but 
what they are becoming.’ ” 

And if, as it seems, Communism is losing 
what little influence it ever had in Britain, 
this fact rests in part on the following cir- 
cumstances: 

1. Traditional faith of the British people 
in democratic processes, “Beat them with 
the ballot.’’ 

2, A political matyrity which does not 
sanction name-calling and “playing politica’ 
with Communism. Churchill, who learned 
the futility of name-calling in the 1945 elec- 
tion, declared last Dec. 5: “Here in this 
island there are no fundamental constitu- 
tional rifts. We are, both the great par- 
ties and the Liberal Party, all equally united 
against the conception of Communist tyr- 
anny.” 

8. Social reforms of the Labor Party 
which tend to mute the Communist cry 
for revolutionary changes. The demands 
of Communist Arthur Horner, general 
secretary of the National Union of Mine- 
workers, that miners’ wages should. be 
tax free; that they should have extra 
food and clothing rations, priorities fors 
new houses and free railway travel at 
vacation periods were not granted. But 
the average miner probably was satisfied 
without them, having recently received 
unprecedented benefits such as a five-day 
work week and an annual paid vacation. | 

4. Ability to distinguish between the ne- 


‘cessity for co-operating with Russia inter-

What a sensitive little creature a 
child is—opening his eyes every day to 
new experiences in living, being shaped 


Real estate interests are again winning in 
their 10-year-old war on public housing. Their 
r is refleeted in the McCarthy substitute 
, which outdoes the Taft-Ellender-Wagner bill 
in subsidies to private developers but cuts off 
public housing without a cent. After seeing his 
bill blocked more than two years, Senator Taft 
says he may cry quits and drop public housing 
out of it. Last year, the real-estate lobby de- 
feated a bill to permit further public housing 
construction in Missouri. 
What is this thing that is fought so strenu- 
ously? What is public housing? 


The purpose. The humane purpose is to res- 


cue people from slums. The hard-headed pur- 


pose is to clear the slums—throw off the heavy 
cost of fighting slum-bred crime, disease, fire 
and social rebellion—check the decay of Ameri- 
can cities. This is a public concern because 
private enterprise never has done the job and 
cannot afford to do it. 


The setup. Public housing is a joint enter- 
prise of municipal and federal governments. 
(State governments also contribute in New York 
and Illinois.) is administered by locally ap- 
Fed- 
eral rules keep them clear of local politics and 
leave broad latitude for business judgment. 


Why a public agency? Low-rent housing re- 
quires public subsidies at best, but the public 
agency reduces the cost in at least three ways 
not available to private operators. Housing au- 
thorities operate without profit. They build to 
last 60 years with minimum depreciation. Their 
bonds find a ready market at less than 2 per 
cént interest; this factor alone can reduce costs 
as much as $10 a month per family. 

Costs to the public. To fill the remaining gap 
between this reduced cost and what the poor can 
pay, the sponsoring city grants tax exemption 
and the Federal Government makes cash con- 
tributions up to $5 for each $1 of such local aid. 


St. Louis Housing Authority's Clinton-Peabody 
Terrace and Carr Square Village, whose finances 
are typical of public housing, could cost St. Louis 
taxpayers about $15,000 a year at most: the dif- 
ference between the taxes on the property before 
the authority bought it and the minimum service 
fee it has contracted to pay the city. This maxi- 
mem local subsidy is less than $12 a family per 
year. The maximum federal contribution is 
about $150 a year ‘per family. Against these 
costs must be offset the great public gain from 
reducing the slums. 

The tenants. Those who can pay ie, decent 
private housing are barred. St. Louis Housing 
Authority’s lowest- rent, including electricity, 
water and heat, is $11 a month, which is paid by 
couples with incomes below $525 a year or fami- 
lies with several minor children up to $750 in- 
come. The highest rent is $29. Couples with 
more than $1425 a year are not admitted. Fami- 
lies with three or more children are admitted 
with incomes up to $1800. 

(The Government ordered housing authorities 
to accept war workers at higher rents, and legis- 
lative stays have slowed their removal. Higher- 


income families still occupy about 350 of the 


1315 public housing units in St. Louis and should 
be out entirely in another year.)

Why the opposition? One objection is that the 
poor can be housed by building for higher- 
income people and letting their old homes 
“trickle down.” This is the traditional, century- 
old way that caused the slums to spread to where 
they are. The Olive-to-Market slum is a once- 
good district that “trickled down.” 

Real estate interests have also proposed a “sub- 
stitute” for public housing. They have offered 


« to clear the slums if they can have (1) land below 


cost, (2) real estate tax exemptions, (3) income 
tax exemptions on ‘housing investments and, on 
top of-all that, (4) “rent certificates” to tenants, 
a kind of poor-relief which landlords can ex- 
change for cash. All this would cost taxpayers 
much more than public housing. 

Present status. Under previously authorized 
federal grants of $28,000,000 a year, 215,310 
families have been taken out of slums. This 
money is nearly all committed, so the program 
cannot expand until Congress provides more 
money.. The need for shelter at very low rents 
is estimated as at least 20 per cent of all new 
housing. The Taft-Ellender-Wagner bill is con- 
servative in authorizing public housing for only 
500,000 additional slum-dwellers. This is only 
about 3 per cent of the bill’s total goal of 15,- 
000,000 new homes, of which the remaining 97 
percent would be privately owned, 

The outlook. The Taft-Ellender-Wagner bill 
probably will be shelved in favor of the 
McCarthy or some other anti-public housing bill. 
The efficient real estate lobby is in control. The 
only hope of wresting control from the lobby is 
to mobilize an even greater pressure than it 
exerts in Congress. If city people are awake to 


their interest, they will bring the pressure. 
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Justice Gains in Mississippi 

Three Negroes sat on a grand jury at Laurel, 
Miss., which re-indicted a Negro accused of 
criminal assault on a white woman—and though 
no Negro ever sat on a grand jury in Jones 
county before, the heaven’ did not fall. 

It is a gain for the judicial process, and it 
ought also to be a stimulus to other communi- 
ties to abandon prejudice in their courts. It will 
also be a reassurance to them that they can do 
so without fear. 

Willie McGee .had already been convicted 
twice and sentenced to die. He appealed to the 
Mississippi Supreme Court to quash the indiet- 
ment on the ground that no Negroes served 
on the grand jury that indicted him. 

Just a year ago the Mississippi Supreme Court 
decided in another case that absence of Negroes 
from a jury trying a Negro was no cause for 
reversal of a conviction. It went to the extreme

If any nation has a chance to squirm out of 
the Russian grip on Eastern Europe, it probably 
is Czechoslovakia. Its democracy has proved to 
be so tough-fibered that it still is able to assert 
itself against Communist domination. 
or not the Soviets will resort to totalitarian 
strong-arm methods to é¢rush this independence 
remains to be seen. For the present, however, 
the Communists in Prague are on the defensive. 

With a national election to be held this spring, 
the Reds made a bold move to take full control 
of the national security police force. The most 
important immediate result of this effort was the 
alienation of the Social Democrats, It was only 
in coalition with this party that the Communists 
had been able to muster a majority in the na- 
tional assembly, The shift leaves them only 38 
per cent of the parliamentary votes. 

Klement Gottwald, the Communist Premier, 
called a cabinet meeting in this juncture, but 
only members of his own party responded.. Not 
only did the Social Democrats stay away, but the 
members of the three other parties—the National 
Socialist, the Slovak Democrat andthe Catholic 
People’s—handed their resignations to President 
Benes. Whether or not he succeeds in persuad- 
ing them to reconsider in order to keep the gov- 
ernment intact, it seems sure that the Commu- 
nists will be up against an opposition hardly to 
be overcome by parliamentary means. 

Here their only hope lies in the formation 
of a new Communist-dominated cabinet and then 
victory in the elections. In an effort to achieve 
the first objective, Gottwald and his followers 
staged a typical Communist demonstration in 
Prague yesterday. But it probably will take 
stronger pressure than that to make Benes 
yield. 

Considering what has happened in other coun- 
tries in the Russian sphere, one cannot be too 
optimistic. Still, the Czech situation should be 
watched closely for possible opportunities for 
support from the West. -If its own people are 
determined to make Czechoslovakia a strong out- 
post of democracy, they certainly should get all 
the help that can; with due discretion, be given 
them. 
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Why Not a Miners’ Mine Director? 


Gov. Green now has his third chance to name 
a director of the Illinois Department of Mines. 
His first appointee, ‘“‘Dear Bob” Medill, was fired 
“for the good of the service” after the Centralia 
mine disaster killed 111 men. Following an in- 
terim appointment for Prof. Harold L. Walker, 
he named Thomas Moses, who has just died at 
the age of 78 after a long illness. Mr. Moses 
was unable to give the department the strong, 
positive leadership required to lift it ffom the 
surrounding political quagmire. 

Moreover, both Medill and Moses had been for 
years identified with coal operators on the man- 
agement side. Company profits were a more 
urgent concern than the safety of miners. The 
result was not only lax enforcement of mine 
safety regulations, but prostitution of the in- 
spection service under Medill. 

It is time the miners themselves were given a 
chance to protect their own lives. Why not ap- 
point a qualified representative of the workers 
who dig the coal? With a man who really be- 
lieves in mine safety in the director’s post, the 
last 10 months of Gov. Green’s eighth year 
could at last bring honest, vigorous enforcement 
of state and federal codes in Illinois mines. 

A lot of people are watching to see how 
Dwight Green uses his third chance. Will he 
throw it away? 


A Fence-Straddler and His Pancake 


Representative Marion T, Bennett of Missouri, 
who has asserted that the United States was 
“corkscrewed” into World War II, is quite a 
potato-field philosopher as well as a learned 
historian. But he is not at all concerned 
whether the United States is adequately 
prepared militarily in case this nation is cork- 
screwed, rammed, jacked or pried into another 
war. At least that is the conclusion to be drawn 
from a well-buttered proverb that Congressman 
Bennett made good use of while doing a little 
fence-mending in the bosky dells around 
Springfield.

Marx After 100 Years

A hundred years ago this month there 
appeared from an obscure printing shop in 
the Bishopsgate section of London, Eng- 
land, a 23-page pamphlet. Its dark green 
title page did not carry the name of the 
author, the then comparatively unknown 
“Citizen Karl Marx,” as the fiery, full- 
bearded young man of 29 was called by 
his fellow-exiles. It was entitled “Mani- 
festo of the Communist Party.” 


The Communists, in whose name the au- 


thor thundered against bourgeois society, , 


numbered at most a 
faw-score persons, Of 
these precisely two 
subscribed to all the 
doctrines expressed 
~—-Marx himself, and 
his alter ego, Fred- § 
erick Engels. 

No matter how one 
evaluates the intrin- 
sic merits of the Com- 
munist Manifesto, it 
is undoubtedly the 
most influential po- 
litical pamphlet of 
all time, Its style is 
dramatic, its ideas 
bold and synthetic. Karl, Mare 
Only the Bible has been translated into 
more languages, but the Manifesto has won 
converts in communities that Judaism and 
Christianity have barely touched, 


What is truly astonishing is as extent 


a oe

to which the Manifesto, after entury, 
reads like a contemporary document. It 
has a fresh and powerful impact despite 
the fact that the 10 items in the concrete 
program laid down for adoption in “the 
most advanced countries” have in great 


» part been realized. 


Still Up to Date 


There are two reasons, aside from its 
prophetic vehemence and sense of urgency, 
why the Communist Manifesto does not 
date. 


The first is that Marx is describing a 
historical process, the development of cap- 
italism, which is still going on before our 
eyes. The social phenomena he is writing 
about we too are still very much concerned 
with: economic centralization and monop- 
oly, the cycle of boom and depression, un- 
employment and the effects of technolog- 
ical change, political and economic class 
wars, excessive specialization and division 
of labor, the triumph of materialistic and 
money values on the rest of our culture, 


The second is that we unconsciously iden- 
tify the Communists about whom Marx is 
speaking with the Communists of today, 
even though the similarities are more in 
terms than in substance. 


Marx’s thumbnail sketch, in the main, is 
a plausible account of the history of cap- 
italism from its period of triumph to its 
time of trouble. The whole is presented 
as a chapter in a philosophy of history ac- 
cording to which human advance is always 
the bitter fruit of class struggles between 
those who own and control the instruments 
of production and those who live by their 
labor. 


His Compliment to Capitalism 


Few critics of the evils of capitalism— 
and Marx lagged behind none in his moral 
fury—have paid such handsome compli- 
ments to capitalists as benefactors of hu- 
manity. Capitalism receives credit for the 
growth of democracy, the applications of 
science to industry and the emergence of 
an international culture and mind. 


Nonetheless, according to Marx, its hey- 
day is over. . It functions like a machine 
run amuck, It periodically generates un- 
employment although men are willing to 
work and there is an acute social need 
for their product. Marx makes much of 
the paradox that for the first time in hu- 
man history men have gone cold and hun- 
gry because they have produced too much 
food and clothing. He charges that cap- 
italism has dehumanized man by subordi-~ 
nating him to the impersonal mechanisms 
of the market. 


Many of his predictions were fulfilled, 
albeit late. Not so fortunate was his pre- 
diction of the absolute pauperization of 


the working class and the disappearance 
of the middle classes. The application of 
science to industry, the growth of trade 
unionism, the effect of belief in, as well 
as fear of, the Marxist solution raised the 
standard of living of the working class be- 
yond that of many dominant classes in 
earlier societies. Nor did he envisage the 
possibility that the reaction to economic 
distress might take a Fascist father than 
Socialist form. o 


Yet when all these items are corrected 
and balanced, the challenge of the Mani- 
festo to capitalism remains as strong to- 
day as in the past. It is a challenge that 
capitalism can meet only by doing what 
Marx to the very end of his life believed 
impossible, viz., provide epportunity for 
profitable capital investment, guarantee a 
continuous high level of employment and 
a ‘civilized standard of living for all, The 
real weakness of Marx’s argument lay not 
in his critique of capitalism but in his as- 
sumption that complete laissez-faire and 
complete collectivism exhausted the al- 
ternatives. 


Different Breed of Communists 


That the Communists of the Manifesto 
were of an entirely different breed from 
the Communist parties of today is evident 
in many ways. The first were honest rev- 
olutionaries, not conspirators hiding behind 
anonymity and false fronts. “The Com- 


munists,” writes Marg in the concluding 


paragraph of the Manifesto, “disdain to 
conceal their views and aims. They openly 
declare that their ends can be attained only 
by the forcible overthrow of all existing 
social conditions.” 


The small band of Communists a cen- 
tury ago risked much greater dangers and 
penalties for their ideas than do their pre- 
sumed namesakes today. Yet they scorned 
evasion and deceit to escape the conse- 
quences of holding unpopular ideas. 


An even greater difference between the 
Communists of the Manifesto and the to- 
talitarian Communists of today is the fer- 
vent belief of the former in personal and 
civil freedom. 


Present-day Communist parties whose 
program depends upon the shifting exigen- 
cles of the foreign policy of the Soviet 
Union cannot be regarded as the heirs of 
the Communist Manifesto. 


Not Followed in Russia 


More fundamental than Marx's economic 
theories is his philosophy of society and 
man which underlies them. This philos- 
ophy is rational and humanistic in outlook. 
It has faith in men as the architects of 
their own social order, determining by the 


power which common knowledge and com- | 
mon consent give, the direction of human. ; 
history. No one can reasonably doubt that: 


Marx thought of himself as a democrat— 
not in the style of the new Eastern despot- 
isms but in line ‘with the French and 
American Revolutions with their emphasis 
on civil and personal rights as fundamental 
to any good society. 


It was Marx who said of the proletariat 
that it needs “a sense of personal dignity 
and independence, even more than it needs 
daily bread.” 


Karl Marx today is a minor figure in 
the state religion of Russian Communist 
pan-Blavism. He is well on his way to 
being completely eclipsed by the ikons of 
Ivan, no longer the Terrible, but the Great, 
Peter the Great, Lenin the Great, and 
Stalin the Greatest, It would be tragic to 
surrender a thinker whose favorite motto 
de omnibus dubitandum (doubt everything) 
breathes the spirit of free inquiry, to the 
new Byzantine authoritarianism of the 
East. '

A Recessed Blackboard. 
A number of pieces of labora- | 
tory equipment, associated with, 
the days when he was making in 
rapid succession important discov- 
erles in applied science, are en- 
shrined in recessed, limed wood 
bookshelves’ in his sumptuously 
appointed office.

Obviously, some method 
had to be devised of getting rid 
of the lead after it had done its 
work in preventing knock, and 
before it had coated the engine. 

To achieve that end, Thomas 
and his associates added to gaso- 
line with tetraethy! lead a com- 

und containing bromine. The 
ead and bromine combined to 
form lead bromide, a substance 
which does not stick to engines 
and now is continuotisly blown 
out of the exhaust of every oper- 
ating automobile. 

Germany Controlled Bromine. 

Just as the scientists were 
about to congratulate themselves, 
they found they were up against 
another problem, Germany con- 
trolled the principal source of bro- 
mine at that time — the natural 
potash beds of S —and the 
price was so high that nobody 
could afford to burn it up in 
gasoline. 

The scientists began to look for 
another gource of bromine.

As a result of his professional] 
interest in magic, Thomas became 
an occasional entertainer in al- 
chemy, the black art of his medi- 
eval predecessors.

He also developed an important 
fundamental theory. Aluminum 
chloride, a substance which so fas- 
cinates him that he wrote a fat 
book about it a few years ago, 
makes it possible for a number of 
compounds to react with benzene, 
a substance which js one of the 
basic building blocks of synthetic 
chemicals but is normally recalci- 
trant about combining with any- 
thing. He devised the theory to 
explain how aluminum chloride 
works. 


He thinks that aluminum chlor- 
ide, when there is a little moisture 
present, temporarily becomes an 
unstable but extremely potent 
acid. The hydrogen from the acid 
makes an attack on the, benzene 
molecule, he believes, temporarily 


disrupting the molecule and per- 
_mitting other substances to gain a 


toe-hold. : 
Born in Kentucky. 
Thomas was born near Lexing- 
ton, Ky., Feb. 15, 1900. His father, 
who was a minister in the Chris- 
tian Church, died while he was 


still a baby, and the family never: 


had much money. After receiving 
ah A.B. degree in 1920 from Tran- 
sylvania College in Lexington, he 
earred some of the funds neces- 
sary to pay his way through Mas- 
sachusetts Institute of Technology 
by singing in churches and any 
other places where the manage- 
ment thought enough of his tenor 
voice to hire him. He still likes 
to run through a few choruses of 
“In the Evening by the Moon- 
light” when he can convince his 
friends or members of his family 
to join him around the piano in his 
home at 609 South Warson road,

‘Monsanto acquired Thomas and 
Hochwalt in 1936 when it bought 
their laboratory. The scientists 
acquired expanded research facili- 
ties, and Thomas became central 
research director for Monsanto, 


During the first years of World 
War II, Thomas worked on a 
number of military projects, in- 
cluding a fuel for rocket bombs 
and a substance to booby-trap gas- 
oline. The British in the black 
year of 1940 were preparing for 
a German invasion. Under Thomas’ 
direction, a synthetic resin was 
prepared for the British to use to 
sabotage their gasoline if the in- 
vasion took place. The _ resin, 
when it is added to gasoline, fouls 
engines beyond repair. Fortu- 
nately, it never had to be used,

Moves to St. Louis. 


He became a vice president of 
Monsanto in 1945, and moved his 
family to St. Louis. Much of his 
time during the next year, how- 
ever, was spent in organizing the 
production and distribution of 
radioactive isotopes from Clinton 
Laboratories, which the company 
was operating at Oak Ridge, 
Tenn. 

After the company decided to 
give up the job last year because 
it was unable to obtain competent 
personnel willing to sacrifice the 
amenities of civilization and live 
in the isolation of Oak Ridge, 
Thomas settled down to super- 
vision of the company’s varied re- 
search, including secret work at 
an Atomic Energy Commission 
plant at Miamisburg, O. 


Thomas views with considerable 
alarm the increasing trend toward 
specialization and isolation among 
scientists, particularly industrial 
scientists. He believes American 
industrial chemists, who are large 
ly divorced from university Tre- 
search, now are “living off their 
intellectual fat” because they have 
little opportunity, to find. out what 
fundamental research is going on, 
or to make any contributions to 
basic scientific knowledge, 

Specialization, he says, when- 
ever he can find someone who 
will listen to him discourse on the 
subject, is likely to kill creative 
thinking and originality, which he 
considers fundamental resources 
essential for national defense, The 
United States, which has produced 
only a handful of original scientif- 
ic thinkers, is a fortress of spe- 
cialization, he points out, ; 

Leonardo da Vincl created en- 
gines of war as well as paintings, 
and the bicycle was invented by a 
Frenchman named Niepce. who 
was mostly an expert in photogra- 


phy. Thomas wants more bicycles. 
To achieve that goal, he recom- 


'mends institution of a retreat sys-

He proposes that scientists, like 
members of some religions, be 
given time off to read, relax and 
think—on matters far removed 
from their own specialties. Show- 
ing that he has done some retreat- 
ing himself, he quotes the great 
English social historian Toynbee 
to reinforce his argument,

is both a pragmatist and an 
idealist is to shut one’s eyes 
blindly to the basic process of all 
progress—utilizing hard facts in 
planning ahead. Franklin Roose- 
velt dreamed of the United Na- 
tions before it came into being, 
and he was guided beforehand by 
‘the facts of international life. 


Certainly Henry Wallace is 
vulnerable to valid criticism on 
many counts, but the author of 
this volume overreaches himself. 
Although the documentation in 
the book is profuse, his over-all 
modus operand! is the use of a 
whip, rather than a microscope, 
and one gets the impression that 
by. the end of the last page Mac- 
Donald lies physically exhausted, 
his anger still unsated, whip in 
hand.

VERY age has to rewrite its 
E history to suit its own needs, 

and Professor Hamilton's 
largish volume of 600 closely 
printed pages is to be welcomed, 
if only because it is very defi- 
nitely written with the needs of 
our age, as the author sees them, 
in mind. Many of the things it 
treats are those that the conven- 
tional historian of a few years 
back wholly ignored. Thus in 
these pages we are told how the 
British people got their food and 
modes of dress, how they devel- 
oped their capitalism, their com- 
merce and industry, how they 
created their health services, and 
how the whole complex organiza- 
tion of their life, socially and 
professionally, came into being 
One chapter heading, "Social Se- 
curity from Elizabeth to Bever- 
idge,”” indicates both the nature 
of the material dealt with and 
the fact that chronological treat- 
ment is confined to the individ- 


ual topics. 
W crestest value is that it is 

written throughout with 
keen appreciation of the fact that 
greater changes have taken place 
in our society in the last 150 
years than probably in the entire 
previous course of human his- 
tory, and that the hjstory most 
important for us to learn is how 
these changes came about. The 
book takes its special character 
from the author’s view that these 
changes stem from science and 
technology, rather than from the 
work of statesmen and politi- 
cians, and from innumerable in- 
dividuals of many nations, rather 
than from just a few star per- 
formers, however brilliant. He 
believes, too, that history should 
deal with human life in its en- 
tirety, exhibiting wars, like pov- 
erty and disease, “for what they 
are, morbid phenomena which 
signalize a breakdown rather 
than an advance in the process 
of civilization.” 

Any new English social history 
must necessarily stand compari- 
son with G. M. Trevelyan’s mas- 
ter work on the subject. Hamil- 
ton’s can safely stand on its own 
feet; its many graphs, statistics 
and excellent illustrations alone 
give it fine value. What it lacks 
is the style, poetry and the tauch 
of genius that make its predeces- 
sor the classic it is, 

Where the book is open to 
serious question is in the lop- 
sided, socialized view of human 
éilatence that it presents. War

The Avalans That Gnaws 
at Modern Society

HE existence of a widespread 
and deeply permeating anx- 
lety neurosis In modern so- 
clety can hardly be denied by 
any one who maintains a rea- 
sonably close contact with the 
world and its works. It is not 
merely that nations are uneasy. 
Nor is fear and mistrust con- 
fined to those parts of the world 
which were ground into rubble 
by the machinery of war. 


Americans are affected, too. 
Who that reads the public prints 
or talks with his neighbor can 
deny it? “What’s going to hap- 
pen to us?” is the spoken and 
unspoken question that invades 
every conversation. 


The easiest way to explain this 
prevailing uneasiness is to at- 
tribute it to the shocks and dis- 
locations of two universal wars. 
At first glance it seems explana- 
tion enough. When all mankind 
has been so recently convulsed 
it is not unexpected that they 
should still be trembling even if 
it could be rationally argued that 
their future was safe. 


It is when the war is consid- 
ered as a result and not @ cause 
that the more significant and 
more deep-seated explanation 
comes into view. The possibil- 
ity that/ war, along with less 
spectacular phenomena, is the 
effect of a wrong principle 
which is still in operation, is one 
that we are forced to consider. 

Oswald Spengler in his monu- 
mental work ‘“‘The Decline of the 
West” regarded the pregent 
phase of Western Civilization’ as 
an inevitable stage of decay and 
atomization. His view was fa- 
talistic since it derived from the 
belief that every culture was an 
organism with a determined and 
inescapable life span. It is not 
a widely accepted theory but 
there have been no lack of ob- 
servers who regard the current 
disorders in Western society as 
evidence of the possibility that 
the Western World is in ex- 
tremis.

NE of those is Richard M. 

Weaver, an English profes- 

sor in the College of the Uni- 
versity of Chicago who has issued 
in book form a disturbing indict- 
ment of modern man.‘ Mr. Wea- 
ver's study, called ‘‘Ideas Have 
Consequences’ has just been pub- 
lished by the University of Chi- 
cago Press.

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What St. Louisans Are Reading in 1948

N the past 20 years I have 
| made 12 studies of what St. 
Louisans read from samples 
of their selections of Public Li- 
brary books. These studies lead 
to a conclusion that the main 
channels of reading remain 
largely the same in years of 
peace and in years of war, in 
times of prosperity and in times 
of depression. Naturally one of 
the fruits of war is hundreds of 
war books, but it is remarkable 


how soon after the end of a war 


the demand decreases to a 
marked degree. Very few people 
now read Shiter’s “Berlin 
Diary,” which in 1941 was at 
the top in popularity. 

The answer then to what St. 
Louisans are reading in 1948 is 
that tired and retired men are 
reading as many detective stories 
as ever; women, married and 
unmarried, are still reading 
stories of romance. ’ 

"Both men and women read 
books that will help them to an 
adjusted life and perhaps to a 
self examined life. Such a book, 
for example, is Liebman’s ‘‘Peace 
of Mind” of which the St. Louis 
LAbrary has 22 copies and it is 
constantly on reserve. Men and 
women are avid in their desire 
for books that will help them to 
get jobs and hold them. Men 
want to tinker up the old car 
and manuals, on automobile re- 
pairing now have an unusual de- 
mand, 

The variety of subjects is the 
striking thing about the books 
in demand. A glance at the 
record of about 600 books is- 
sued one day recently in the 
Circulation Department showed 
that actually books on 310 dif- 
ferent subjects were requested, 
ranging from pirate treasure to 
pressure politics, garage ‘man- 
agement to the history of prim- 
itive art in Greece, grape growing 
to the treatment of hair, cancer

The decay of values, he be- 
lieves, has many symptoms, 
Men have thrown their energies 
into the “conquest of nature” 
and have arrived by gradual 
steps at a point where they prize 
nothing but material possessions. 
This process not only clutters 
their lives but excludes the idea 
of a metaphysical explanation of 
the universe. And since modern 
man holds to no fixed truth but 
only to “relatives” which he be- 
lieves can be formulated accord- 
ing to immediate needs, he nec- 
essarily becomes self-centered, 
weakens the bond of fraternity 
with his fellow creatures, and 
deadens himself to all experience 
that has no pragmatic sanction. 


It is quite evident that Mri 
Weaver believes that modern 
man has strayed because he has 
turned away from God. His dis- 
course, however, is confined 
largely to the secular level and 
he says, in effect, that the evil 
effects of mankind’s wrong 
choice not only prejudices his 
preparation for immortality but 
ruins the quality of his life. 
Without considering the _ re- 
ligious implications of his argu- 
ment, therefore, one must still 
admit that the picture he draws 
of the modern world is too near- 
ly accurate to be shrugged off. 


T IS an obscene world, he says,

Modern man is impious, he 
says, because he cuts himself off 
from the great truths of history. 
Modern man tends to lose all 
form and shapeliness in his life 
because he has no hierarchy of 
values in which one thing is bet- 
ter than another. Modern man 
in other words is a Philistine be- 
cause he is the victim of the de- 
sire for immediacy and sensory 
experience and has no unifying 
principle to order his own expe- 
rience or that of his soéiety. Far 
from believing that the “chaos 
of modern life’’ is of recent deri- 
vation Mr. Weaver goes back 
400 years in tracing the begin- 
nings of this wrong motivation. 


It started with William of 
Occam, the English Franciscan 
who “propounded the fateful 
doctrine of nominalism which 
denies that universals have a true 
significance.” This was the big 
idea whose consequences, he be- 
lieves, have engulfed the whole 
of western society, It is the 
basis of modern materialism and 
the impulse behind the growth 
of technology as an amoral jug- 
gernaut, 


The thoroughness with which 
Mr. Weaver rounds out his thesis 
and makes every aspect of 400 
years’ history serve his purpose 
is a little too complete to be alto- 
gether “plausible. He overstates 
his case, involves himself in con- 
tradictions and occasionally dis- 
torts evidence. Is it true, for 
instance, that proponents of de- 
mocracy believe in equalitarian- 
ism? Very few would admit it 
and certainly most men act on 4 
differént principle. It would be 
nearly correct to define democ- 
racy as the principle of equal 
opportunity. In that meaning it 
is not inharmonious with a hier- 
archy of values, the metaphysical 
dream or the aristocratic virtues, 
if aristocracy is to be regarded 
as the rule of the fit. ,

@ THE MARSH PLANTATION, which lies just to the south 
of Portageville, is one which we hope to revisit. Here more 
than a hundred acres of asparagus are just coming into bearing, 
while other crops include strawberries and large acreages of 
lima beans and English peas. The strawberries are trucked 
to the St. Louls market, while the other vegetables are con- 
tracted to an Arkansas cannery not far away. The peas and 
beans are mowed and windrowed and then threshed out by a 
special] combine which separates the vine from the beans or 
peas, hulls them and grades them as it goes along. 


The vines, which contain most of the mineral elements 


and vegetable matter in the plant, are spread back on the 
ground for fertilizer. 

Considerable cotton is also raised on this plantation, but 
the handling of the fruit and vegetable crops provides extra 
cash work for the tenants and thus solves the toughest problem 
which the sharecropper has to meet in the cotton country.

HEN Leila Ettinger formu- 

lated her plans for the OMP, 

she knew nothing of the busi- 
ness world.

Abandoning her thea- 
trical career, she had six years of 
married life before Ettinger died, 
six years of trips to Europe, her 
own Kentucky saddle horse for 
rides in Central Park, beautiful 
clothes, luxuries and leisure.

get a list of sponsors whose names 
carry enough weight so that or- 
ganized groups cannot lobby for 
legislation to put the plan out of 
existence.” 

One very fmportant thing In the 
plan, according to Mre, Drake, is 
that it be a non-profit organiza- 
tion. Ophthalmologists and op- 
tometrists on the staff muat be 
paid on a straight salary basis and 
on an adequate acale. 

“There must never be an incen- 
tive for the recommending of 
glasses to increase income,” she 


says, 

In the OMP files are many 
cases of people who have come to 
the plan’s offices wearing glasses 
they absolutely did not need. One 
case concerns a little file clerk 
who had broken a liens of the 
glasses she had purchased a week 
earlier. 

The optician she had ne to 
wanted three dollars to replace the 
lens. She had only one dollar 
asked the OMP if the broken lens 
could be replaced for that, 

In neutralizing the broken pieces 
to determine the prescription, the 
OMP technician found the lens to 
be pure window pane. Surprised, 
the technician neutralized the 
other lens. It was the same. 

He then asked the girl why the 
glasses had been presc She 
said she had headaches, He asked 
her if her headaches had de- 
creased. She said they hadn't. 

An OPM doctor tested her eyes 
and found them as nearly perfect 
as eyes can be. Yet she had been 
sold a pair of glasses costing 
$13.50, money which she should 
have spent for a physical examil- 
nation to discover the cause of 
the pains in her head, 

According to the last survey 
made in 1940, some 21,000,000 per- 
sons in the United States needed 
giasses and did not have them. 
That number is probably reduced 
today due to higher wages, but 
there are still many millions of 
Americans who can’t afford 
giasses and who are suffering 
from nervousness, mental fatigue 
and other bodily ills that can be 
caused by defective vision.

His grandpa, the original John 
D., whose name became a syno- 
nym for untold wealth in this 
country, was shrewd enough to 
pile up in his lifetime a fortune 
estimated at $2,400,000,000, But 
with it all, John D. raised John D. 
Jr. to believe that wealth was a 
great responsibility and _ that 
money is not a thing to be tossed 
around like it was so much 
money. John D. Jr. raised his 
five sons the same way. Despite 


the popular conception, there has - 


been no ostentation of any sort in 
the Rockefeller way of living. 


, Neither have there been any scan- 


dals or even any divorces. It's 
enough to make some people won- 
der what's the good of .heing rich. 


Winthrop has been the only one 
to upset tradition, but, only in a 
discreet sort of way. He quit Yale 
to go to work in the oil fields. 
The stary of his tenure in the oil 
fields extends from three weeks 
to three yed¥s. Anyway, he drilled 
wells, dug ditches and bunked 
with the laborers. Back in New 
York he*donned, a white collar 
and went to work at the Chase 
National Bank, a good piece of
